Dear Sir: 


I have the pleasure to state that the sets of gold & silver proof coins are at hand, and beg 
to be allowed to suggest that if those who have charge of the device upon our coins coined be 
indicated to institute a gold and silver medalic system in connection with our national coinage 
such as was sincerity in operation with the Greek & Romans, and in medieval & modern times in 
Europe. I would create in Europe & America interest in our national coinage never before 
existing. Suppose for instance no gold of silver medalic coins such be struck under the Double 
Eagle & the Dollar, as to their weight & fineness. Set them that is the dies be prepared in the 
very highest style of the Engravers art, and issued form year to year to applicates at a reasonable 
advance upon their intrinsic value as you now issue proof coins, & let the designs upon them 
depict the grandest & most striking objects in the line of the natural scenery of our vast country, 
in the way of our public buildings, and such other subjects as are of national interest and which 
would constitute links in the great subjects, objects and events in our history likely to be 
appreciated by the coming generations. 


I have been greatly interested for these many years in the subject of numismatics, and am 
acquainted with very many in Europe & America, who take a lively interest in this subject & I 
think I speak the truth when I say that without exception there are hundreds & thousands in the 
world who would hail the inauguration of such a system by our Government with delight.
